Pro- 
fessor Dorsey fought stoutly to show 
that he knew about what he was talk- 
ing when he said that the bone shown 
him was the bone of a human being, 
and very probably that of a female. He 
made one correction, however, and said 
that when he said that the femur was 
that of the elft leg he had intended to 
say that it was for the -right leg. 


Before Professor Dorsey took the 


stand 
Dr. Norval Pierce, who had 


identified a bone shown him as the left 
temporal bone of a female, was called 
to the stand, but his cross-examina- 
tion did not last for any length of 
time, and then Attorney Vincent an- 
nounced that he was ready for the 
cross-examination of Professor Dor- 
sey. 
The examination abounded in 


technical terms, and again and again 
the attorney tried to make the witness 
say that he was not sure that the "bone 
in question was the femur of a human 
being, but the witness 
stuck to his 


first assertion. 


Then the attorney tried to show that 


the femur was that of a hog, and again 
the witness baffled him. Then the at- 
torney tried the femur of a sheep, and 
again he was defeated.

diminished by the fact that he was 
crowded between the president and the 
and officers immeditely following him. 


The 
prsident turned around and 


caught sight of his assaillant, and re- 
sumed his march with admirable cool- 
ness. 


Meantime, Chief of Staff Monasterio 


hit the man with the cane, who, turn- 
ning.seized it and broke It. 
General 


Pradillo then hit him a powerful blow 
on the neck, felling him. The gen- 
darmes 
rushed forward 
and 
some 


mounted officers and 'polJce seized and 
pinioned him. He was taken through 
a side street, and led away. 


General Powell Clayton, the United 


States minister, immediately called up- 
on the president and offered his con- 
gratulations, as did other diplomats and 
many other prominent people.

mated Association of Steel and Icon 
workers, at a meeting held at Pitts- 
burg, agreed upon a scale for workmen 
at the guide and bar mill. This scale 
in these two departments was about 
fifteen per cent, lower than the men at 
tlie Burgees were getting, and they 
have been anticipating this out because 
the operators were really entitled to itSj 
and 
those working in theae 
two 


branches are willing to accept that re- 
duction, provided it does not oairy 
with it the xednction of ten per cent, 
on the others. This reduction they 
think an imposition, and ate .not in- 
clined to accept it. 


The 
can per cent, redaction will 


affect about one hundred men. 
Unless 


some^. satisfactory settlement can be 
made this evening, a strike is quite 
probable. 
The men who work at the 


guide and bar mill, who oome under 
the reduced scale of the Amalgamated 
association, are opposed to the others 
accepting this reduction. They have 
talked the matter over among them- 
selves and agreed that the day'men 
shall finish their day's work today and 
this evening have a conference with 
Mr. York, and unless some satisfactory 
arrangements can be made, the men on 
night turn will not go to work and the 
day turn crews will fail to show up to- 
morrow morning. 
; The men claim they were barely 
making a living at the prices they have 
been working for, and the out made is 
not only unreasonable but will hardly 
afford them a giving. It is said that 
Mr. York claims that he is paying too 
much, considering the prices he gets for 
the finished prodaot. 
When they pay 


the prices they have been paying, there 
is no margin left for them. 


• The mill has been receiving plenty 
of orders of late and the employes had 
begun to congratulate themselves that a 
prosperous 
boom had struck them. 


While they were ready and glad to wel- 
come prosperity, .they are opposed to 
the effect it is having, and while it is 
true that the operators have been unfor- 
nnate, and {through unavoidable acci- 
dents have lost considerable money, 
x the workmen do not feel that they 


should be made to pay for these losses.

The • plan of city government, as 


adapted by cities like 
Springfield, 


Hamilton and Dayton, was taken up 
and discussed at length. 
Mr. Ooates 


submitted a plan of government similar 
to that adopted by these cities. He has 
given the question much attention of 
late and his plans, as laid before the 
confereunce last night, were well re- 
ceived. It will require considerable 
time to bring about the proposed 
change. Public meetings will be called 
soon to discuss the question, and it 
will require an immense amount of 
labor before the matter can lie embodied 
in a measure presentable for legislative 
action. 


The new plan of oity government 


will do away with many important 
features of our present government 
with its boards of conflicting authority 
and jobbery officials. 
A non-partisan 


board of public affairs will take the 
place of oonncil and other oity boards. 
All departments of city control will 
be on the non-partisan order.

new plan will provide for a police 
court judge, corporation counsel and 
other salaried officials The people will 
be given ample time to discuss the pro- 
posed change.

Platt had urged Secretary Bliss to ac- 
cept the regular Republican nomina- 
tion for mayor of Greater New York, 
and -that the president had added his 
approval to that of the New York sen- 
ator, are utterly without foundation. 


Secretary Bliss, it transpires, did not 


participate in the conference between 
the president and Senator Platt and 
other New Yorkers.

Yellow Fer«» Situation at New Orl«*n» 


.Srtms to Bo Better. 


New Orleans, Sept. 17.—A brighter 


outlook for New Orleans is evident so 
far as the fever situation is concerned. 
The reports received by the board of 
health and compiled at 6. p. m. from all 
sections of the city were of a more en- 
couraging nature. Instead of 20 cases 
requiring investigation there were only 
ten. to be looked into and of these only 
three were pronounced suspicious and 
Iwo declared yellow fever. 


One of the latter cases is situated in 


a thickly populated negro district and 
special pains are being taken by the 
board .to quarantine and sanitate the 
neighborhood. The doctors are unable 
to determinate the origin of either of 
the two oases. It was given out that 
the case iu the negro district is most 
serious at present existing. 


Of the remaining 16 cases, half at 


least are considered to be practically 
well, but the board has decided not to 
allow recovered patients or any of the 
inmates of the houses in which they 
live to venture into the street until a 
certain period of detention, during 
which the board can complete its work 
of disinfection, burning bed clothing 
and everything found in houses where 
there has been sickness that is calcu- 
lated to harbor germs. 


President Olliphant of the board of 


health and President Britton of the 
council, said that the chances of catch- 
ing the disease in its incipiency had in- 
finitely improved. They are not shout- 
ing because they do not consider 
they are yet out of the woods, but they 
do not conceal their belief that the 
danger of the epidemic is repeatedly 
being lessened.
